1. Claims 55-81 are under consideration in this Office Action. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 55-81 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's invention is directed toward a novel purified RecA protein mutant having an 
enhanced DNA binding activity compared to an unmutated RecA protein. The prior art neither 
teaches nor suggests a mutant RecA protein having an enhanced DNA binding activity compared 
to an unmutated RecA protein where the mutant RecA protein comprises the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 3 and an amino acid residue located within SEQ ID NO: 3 is replaced 
with a volumetrically larger amino acid residue.
